Enrollment Statistics: 

One In Seven McGill 
Students Foreign 

The ratio of Canadian born students enrolled at McGill 
to foreign students, is six to one according to the latest 
enrôlement figures released by the college administration. 



The final count of students 
enrolled at McGHI is 7,710 which 
indicates an increase of 140 stu- 
dents over the previous year. " 

Nevertheless the total number 
of students registered for degrees 
is C.343, a loss of 75 from the 
previous year; ". 

Enrolments for diplomas, at 
763, is an increase of 89, reflect- 
ing the increase of 102 students 
in the Institute of Education. 
There were 135 more "partial" 
students than last year. 

Of the 2,113 students not from 
the province of Quebec 069 are 
from other parts . of Canada. ' 
There are 138 students from 
Great Britain, 218 from the West 
Indies and the Caribbean, and a 



total of 95 from other Common- 
wealth countries. The United 
States is represented by 337 stu- 
dents, while other foreign coun- 
tries have 212 students at Mc- 
Gill. 

Religious origins of the 7,749 
students show that the University 
is • predominantly Protestant. 
There were 3,877 Protestants, 
1,737 Jewish students, 1,430 Ro- 
man Catholics and 168 belonging 
to the Greek and Russian Ortho- 
dox Churches. There were 168 
students who stated that they 
had no religiin, 136 who said 
they had "no affiliation" and 113 
who did not specify their relig- 
ion.

Angus was found guilty of a 
charge brought -in by n fellow 
student. Fourteen demerit marks 
were placed against his name. 
Fifteen such marks mean autom- 
atic expulsion from Acadia Uni- 
versity. 

The author of the article, Robert 
Fiander, was expelled by the 
University administration on Feb- 
uary 5. He was given twenty four 
hours to leave Wolfville, the town 
of Acadia University. The Uni- 
versity administration, however, 
revealed that he may obtain his 
degree by completion' of corr- 
espondence courses. '. 
ARTICLE "PROCHRISTIAN" 
Before leaving, . Fiander said. 
"In. writing Uic article, I had the 
best Intentions. The article is, in 
fact, pro-Christian." The writer 
has been previously brought before 
the Student's Judicial Committee 
and charged by them for misbeh- 
avior in the Student's Union Build- 
ing. Fjander is a fourth year arts 
student. 

At an opening meeting of the 
Judicial Committee on Tuesday, 
Angus was condemned by the Un- 
iversity President Dr. Watson 
Kirkconneli for publishing the art- 
icle. He called it "an infringement 
on religious conscience." 

The Judicial Committee, although 
finding Angus "not gullty'V re- 
commended that lie resign his post 
as editor of the Athenaeum. An

aeum, in particular the issue 
of the 30th of January, 1959, to 
serve your own ends". 

In defense, Mr. Angus said that 
previous to Uiis incident, he had 
offers for employment by Ihree 
Canadian newspapers.

Integrity Above All 

The Quebec government's .refusal lo allow for the. pu- 
blication of an Hansard will undoubtedly prove to be expe- 
dient, in the accepted sense of that .word: "more politic 
than just". If the public were to be presented with a com- 
plete, official transcript of the proceedings of the legisla- 
ture, the government might find it somewhat embarassing 
come election time. 

Tuesday night, Opposition Leader Lapalme accused the 
Duplessis government of yiolating the Public Works Act by 
refusing to call for tenders publicly. The charge brought a 
rather remarkable rebuttal from Welfare Minister Sauvé. 
The Star quotes the Hon. Minister as having replied, "If 
the government is violating the law, it is only continuing 
• a tradition established ,by our friends on the. other side of 
the house.!' 

Mr. Lapalme remarked that it was the first time he had 
heard a person in parliament' confess to breaking the law 
for the sake of tradition. 

- In the course of the argument, the opposition cited fi- 
gures to proye that the government's system of awarding 
contracts through its own "agent" was costing'the province 
millons of dollars a year. They also pointed out. that one of 
the main planks in the Duplessis reform platform of 1936 
"was his righteous claim that the calling for public tenders 
would save the province two million per year. There seems

The latest issue of the Nation contains a short comment 
on the current world situation which seems to have the 

• -virtue of being novel,' if nothing else.. 

• In. an editorial on the latest advances hf Russian space 
: exploration, the editors show that the- impulse behind the 
,: Soviet exploration of space, was riot purely scientific. 

• Apparently, at least some of the initiative was due to 

• theology. 

It seems that Y. T. Fadeyev, head of the scientific- 

• atheistic section of the magazine, Science and. Life, has 

• explained in a recent broadcast over Moscow radio that the 
. artificial planet now in orbit convincingly disposes of the 

notion of God. 

. -. Mr. Fadcyev's argument has two prongs: 1. No satellite 
•; thus' «far .launched .has encountered an angel ; 2; an omni- 
potent God (and a God less than omnipotent is- scarcely 
•conceivable) would never- permit- this impudent invasion 
of his territory. "Mi*. Fadeyev, it can"be seen from this; 
approaches religious matters in the. context of the cold war. 

At the end of this short editorial, The Nation makes 
: its own comment about the situation. Say the editors: 

• "This little tale is somehow' disproportionately heart 
ening. ,We are so accustomed to being told that the Russians 
are the infallible logicians of total power that it is pleasant 
to discover they have their own' share of human idiocy, 
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In the tooil'oltl days the international diplomacy 
anil negotiations were by done by Joes — ambas- 
sadors of the respective countries. But John's 
appearance in the international, arena has made the 
role of ambassadors superfluous. The statesmen in 
the world today are always on the move. They Jet 
from one capital to another and talk with their 
counterparts person to-pcrson. They talk,, talk and 
talk round the clock and declare that they are not 
doing any negotiation. - * _ . 

Businessman from Moscow 

Thus prior to and during his visit to Die United 
States, the celebrated and shrewd businessman 
from Moscow, Anastas Mikoyan, time and again told 
the world that he was visiting the U. S. as a tourist 
and cartalnly not for any negotiations. He must 
have worked so hard in pacifying the "anti-party" 
elements in Moscow that he needed some rest before 
he could face the 21st Congress of the Communist ' 
Party. Where on earth could he go for resting and 
shopping but the U.S. — the land of pills and plenty.

As the ■ programme says, 
"•'Arms and the Man' was writ- 
ten before Shaw was either fa-i 
mous or fortunate". It's an en- 
tertaining play but not without 
some serious weaknesses. The 
best way to gauge its value Is by 
comparing the most delightful, of 
(he characters in it — Captain 
Hluntschli, a professional, soldier 

— to his older, maturer twin, In 
Shaw's "Devil's Disciple", a far 
superior work for the theatre. 
The former, Bluntschli, is a rela- 
tively young man, with a prac- 
tical, unglorified, down-to-earth 
attitude to the military life; the 
latter, in addition to these wok 
come opinions which serve as 
brickbats which Shaw hurls at 
the superficial terms of soldier- 
ing — heroism,: courage, (cowardi- 
ce — is possessed of a very hu- 
mour which he 1 directs with care- 
ful subtlety ât British society and 
military life. Thus the elderly 
British 'officer emerges as a more 
potent character than the young- 
er Serbian officer in a dramatic- 
ally younger play. 1 * 

And this lower level of drama- 
tic value is prevalent throughout 
the play itself: here and there we 
graze the surfaces of themes 
which Shaw explores to much 
greater advantage in later works 

— thé hollowness of love, the su- 
perficiality, of young maidens 
with violently mercuric pâtures, 
the pompousness of age, the in- 
tclligencoinembryo of the lower 
fiasses (servants being the sym- 
bol here used) — and the rough 
drafts of long speeches jon this 
( ndless variety of subjects, which 
occur and recur in "Man and Su- 
perman", "Major Barbara", "Cae- 
*ar and Cleopatra", etc., etc., 
right to the " Revolutionist's 
Handbook". "Arms" being, there-

Shaw works, the result could 
easily have been a shambles. 
Carolo Kirby as Rrtina Petkoff, 
Kay Tremblay as her mother, 
Shirley Harrison as Louka, and 
Henry Hovenkamp as Major Ser- 
gius Saranoff are not much more 
than, entertaining marionettes: 
they engage in a panoply of pro- 
totype gestures, movements, 
reactions, inflexions, with only 
infrequent lapses into sincerity 
and conviction.

John Codncr's Captain Blunt- 
schli Is wonderful. Convincing 
but unusuàlly light, practical 
though not without idealism, he 
is a delight almost every mo- 
ment he is on. the stage. Some- 
what less colourful but equally 
as entertaining is Eric Donkin's 
Major Petkoff. I could not help 
looking for a slight' relaxation of 
Mr. Donkin's ' characterization 
— he is a young man and plays 
a pompous old officer home 
from the wars '— but f could 
find none. 

A well-directed production, 
with considerable merit techni- 
cally, and not without worth in 
the acting category, MRT's 
"Arms and the Man" will amuse 
almost anyone who makes the 
trip. 



Everest Climber 
Will Lecture This 
Coming Saturday 

M. Raymond Lambert, ' well 
known mountaineer, will be at 
McGill to lecture and to show 
films on mountain climbing. His 
lecture, sponsored by the Cana- 
dian Alpine Club and the MOC, 
will he given in the PSCA on 
Saturday and is open to students 
at a reduced rate. 

One of the films to be shown, 
on climbing in the Swiss Alps, 
was produced by Mr. Lambert 
and won a prize at the Cannes 
Film Festival last year. Tho 
other was filmed on an exped- 
ition which he led to the Peru- 
vian Andes in 1957. 

Mr. Lambert, a professional 
Swiss guide, is one of the most 
outstanding climbers of his gen- 
eration. Perhaps his most no- 
table achievement was his climb 
on Everest in 1951, the veap 
before the Britjsh team reached 
the summit On that ascent with 
Tenzing Norkay he climbed to 
within 1000 feet of the peak. 

At present, Mr. Lambert is a 
member of a small group of 
mountaineers who have been 
making extremely nigged ascents 
on, the previously uncllmbed 
north faces of the 4000 metre 
peaks in Switzerland.

Doctors Needed

j Though opportunities for graduate students are limited 
in Ceylon and Japan, missionaries nnd doctors are greatly 
needed in Nigeria and India. 



This was (he central idea re- 
ported by' three speakers who 
addressed the second session of 
the World Opportunities Confer- 
ence on Tuesday night. The three 
speakers were Miss McNaughtcn, 
the Reverend Nwchoko Erne, and 
Doctor Sundarem. 

Miss McNaughtcn, who has 
been a missionary in Ceylon and 
Japan, spoke briefly on the life 
and climate of Ceylon and out- 
lined the problem of integration 
on the Island. She also spoke of 
the economic picture in Ceylon 
and stated that it is extremely 
difficult for 'foreigners to obtain 
employment there due to immig- 
ration restrictions. > . 

NIGERIAN MISSION 

, The second speaker of the eve- 
ning was the Reverend Erne. He 
spoke of the missionary work in 
his native Nigeria and said that 
he believes the Christian missions 
have been successful iri their 
work. . i 

, Only a few industries exist ât 
present in Nigeria said Rev. Erne, 
and opportunities are open Tor 
any. foreigner who comes "in the 
spirit of humanity". He indic- 
ated that the greatest opportun- 



ities lie In the fields of govern- 
ment, missions' and education^ 

"The challenge of the medical 
missions In India" was the sub- 
ject of the third speaker, the 
Indian surgeon Dr. Sundarem. 

Dr. Sundarem indicated that 
the great population >— 450 mil- 
lion — spread over a \'ast area 
presented great problems in med- 
ical service. He said that though' 
good medical facilities and train- 
ing are available in the cities, 
medical care is at its lowest in 
rural, .areas which, are for (he 
.most part served by mobile units.
